NCB upon a time it was 
against the law to observe 
Christmas. 
« 
On May ll, 1659, the Puritans 
of Massachusetts J lay colony 
accepted with satisfaction the 
wiactment of a statute, "Who­ 
soever shall be found observing 
any such day aa Christmas or 
the Uke, either for bearing of 
labor, feasting or in any way, as 
a festival, shall be tined five 
shillings." 
This law, which remained on 
the statute books for more than 
30 years, reflected a feeling at 
that time among many peoples, 
Including the English in the 
Mother country. Observance of 
Christmas had been outlawed by 
Parliament in 1644 with the ap­ 
proval of both adherents of the 
Church of England and Non­ 
conformists. Among the latter, 
the Calvinists particularly de­ 
nounced 
observance 
of 
such 
ilays, except Sunday, aa super­ 
stitious 
and 
unscriptural. 
In 
England this feeling abated be­ 
fore long but the opposition to 
Christmas remained strong in 
Scotland till weU into the 19th 
century, and there were recalcit­ 
rants still much later. This writ­ 
er’s Scotch grandfather never 
outgrew his belief that Christ­ 
mas was pagan. 
The persistent association of 
Christmas 
with 
paganism 
in 
minds of many devout persons 
down to the 20th century came, 
from the coincidence of the ob­ 
servance of the Birth of Jesus 
with the time of the Saturnalia 
in the Roman calendar. The Sa­ 
turnalia, or festival of Saturn, 
was an occasion for unbridled 
l i c e na* and m erry-making 
among the Romans. Even slaves 
were permitted to enjoy freedom 


place in a different form. Special 
logs were burned, in a fiery trib­ 
ute to Odin and Thor; mistletoe, 
the alien plant which grew out 
of the tree* and which there­ 
fore seemed miraculous a n d 
sacred, was gathered; the trees 
which provided tight and heat 
in the long months the sun was 
gone and thus had a special 
significance, were decked gaily 
in tribute. 
As Christianity spread, Its 
missionaries and ministers had 
difficulty in inducing the con 
verts to refrain from these well 
established customs and popular 
amusements indulged in by their 
still pagan countrymen. Back 
sliders were most numerous at 
Saturnalia time. At last, partly 
because of the Ineffectiveness of 
their argumenta and denuncia­ 
tions, and partly due to the idea 
that the spread of Christianity 
might be aided, the church ef­ 
fected a compromise. The effect 
of it was to amalgamate cus­ 
toms of the old. pagan worship 
with tenets of the new religion. 
Heathen ceremonies were trans­ 
formed to solemnities of Chris­ 
tian festivals. 
The time for the observance 
of the Nativity was arbitrarily 
fixed in the season of th* Sa­ 
turnalia by the Roman Catholic 
Church, in the 4th century, but 
it was centuries before there 
was unanimity in this observ 
ame. At one time, April I de 
noted the beginning of the cal 
endar year; and March 25 waa 
Christmas. After January I be 
came New Year’s Day, the East 
em church MUI held its Christ 
mas on January 6. This was the 


cate also in England and th* 
American colonies until I7S2, 
when Britain accepted Ute Gre­ 
gorian calendar. January • I* 
stitl observed by some communi­ 
cants, and the Armenian Church 
observes January IS. Altogether, 
Christmas has been celebrated 
on at least IOO different dates 
in varioue parte of the world. 
Two synonyms for Christmas, 
Yule and Noel, apparently came 
to us from pagan times. It I* 
suggested that Yule Ie derived 
from the Anglo-Saxon Aweel 
(wheel), the Anglo-Saxons hav­ 
ing had a conception of the sun 
moving In n circular path during 
lls annual journey around tho 
earth. Noel, the French term for 
Christmas, ie said by philologists 
to come from the Latta "nata­ 
ils," referring to the new birth 
of the sun's powers after the 
Winter solstice. 
Gradually the pagan associa­ 
tions of Christmas subsided un­ 
der the influence of strict Chris­ 
tian disciplinarians, both Roman 
Catholic and Protestant, At the 
beginning of the Itth Century. 
an English writer commented: 
At present, Chrtatmae-day, lf 
somewhat shorn of It* ancient 
glories and unmarked by that 
boisterous Jollity and exuberance 
of animal spirits which distin­ 
guished it in the time of our an­ 
cestors, ie. nevertheless, Mill the 
holiday among which of an 
others throughout the year, ail 
ciaaaes of English society must 
]t most generally participate. Par­ 
taking of a religious character, 
the forenoon of the day la usual­ 
ly passed In church, and In the 
evening the re-united members 
of the family assembl* round tbs 
Joyous Christmas-boa rd" 
So Christmas remained for an­ 
other century in England. But a 
big change In the character of 
the season's festivities was al­ 
ready taking place In America, 
due to the Influence of Dutch 
settler*
